The Labor Department said 
total employment in January 
increased by 800,000, the larg­ 
est monthly job increase since 
early 1960. Total employment in 
the economy in January was 
86 2 million, which was close to 
the prerecession peak employ­ 
ment in July of 1974 
The Labor Department fig­ 
ures are sure to win the Ford 
administration support for its 
economic policies in 1976. 
The gains in employment

widespread throughout 
the economy, with only the 
teen-age jobless rate failing to 
improve.

had received the 82 votes re­ 
quired by the state Constitution 
for final approval. 


But the tablulation of the

resentatives favored passage 
Twenty-one members were ab­ 
sent 


Although the official vote

failed. Babbitt said no action 
would be taken to return the 
bill to the House until Monday 
At that time.

of the failure to declare the bill 
killed 


“ If the Constitution requires 
82 votes to pass a bill, you 
can't pass one with only 81,“ he 
said 


Opponents of the measure 
claimed it involved creation of 
an unnecessary commission to 
do the work that lawmakers 
and state officials should be 
doing now 
But backers con­ 
tended legislators do not have 


the time to devote to a detailed 
study and the commission could 
provide them with the needed 
information 


Rabbitt said dtscrepencies in 
vote totals like the one Thurs­ 
day result from members vot­ 
ing at the speaker's rostrum 
rather than from their desks as 
they are supposed to do, 


Efforts by some House mem 
bers, including Speaker Pro 
Tern Richard DeCoster of Can­ 
ton, to end that practice, how­ 
ever. have met with no success 
A second bill, requiring all 
tax-supported 
institutions 
to 


buy only American produced 
beef, gained final approval only 
after 11 members were allowed 
to either vote or change their 
votes at the rostrum after the

UIA tried to 
Undermine Israel 
with LESWHITTEN 
WASHINGTON — Despite the 
cordial sm iles that abounded 
during the recent visit of Israeli 
Prim e M inister Yitzhak Rabin 
to Washington, his secret talks 
with U.S. leaders were m arked 
bv bitter complaints against the 
CIA 
The fluttering blue and white 
Israeli flags along downtown 
streets, the w arm greeting by 
President Ford on a rainy White 
.House lawn and Rabin's address 
to Congress created an im- 
pressino 
th a t 
U .S .-Israeli 
relations w ere trouble -free 
In private 
talks, 
however, 
Rabin pulled out sheafs of top 
secret 
Isra eli 
intelligence 
reports in an attem pt to show 
the 
CIA 
and 
its 
re cen tly 
departed director William Colby 
tried to sunderm ine Israel. 
Colby advised key senators 
late last year that Israel had a 
respectable m ilitary advantage 
over its Arab neighbors. P artly 
as a result. President Fod is 
asking only $1.8 billion in aid for 
Israel, at least $500 million less 
than the Israelis are seeking. 
But during his visit, Rabin 
denounced Colby’s estim ates as 
incomplete, citing figures from 
his own highly respected in­ 
telligence 
services. 
For 
in­ 
stance, he charged, Colby had 
de-emphasized Jordan’s 600 to 
700 tanks and another 1,000 
tanks in Iraq. 
R abin 
w as 
p a rticu la rly 
furious over the CIA’s estim ates 
on Iraq which supplied three 
large units of troop6 to the Arabs 
int he 1973 war. At that time, 
Rabin acidly pointed out here, 
the Iraqis w ere distracted by 
Kurdish rebels. 
Recently, however, to Israel’s 
dismay, the CIA has withdrawn 
its support of the Kurds, thus 
freeing four m ore Iraqi divisions 
for 
possible 
action 
against 
Israel. 
In addition, Rabin said the 
United States is unrealistic in 
thinking that Saudi Arabia, with 
its cophisticated U.S. arm s, is 
not a potential Israeli opponent. 
Meanwhile, the Soviet bloc, 
according to Rabin's top secret 
reports, is replenishing its A rab 


friends with planes, tanks and 
other war supplies at a rate five 
tim es faster than the United 
States is restocking Israel 
Indeed,

during one conference. Israel 
has had to incorporate Russian

Kennedy, Reuther and Co.: 
Whjere the Assault on CIA 
began 
WASHINGTON - Actually, 
the late Bobby Kennedy was the 
first powerful politico to attem pt 
to thwart the CIA’s inflexible 
anti-Soviet policy; then try to 
bypass it; and finally break its 
“ cover.’’ 
This paralleled his feud with 
J. 
Edgar 
Hoover's domestic 
intelligence operations 
Bobby’s anti-CIA cam paign 
began back in 1962 when, during 
long 
periods 
of 
the 
la te 
President 
Kennedy's 
illness. 
R obert, 
through 
K enny 
O'Donnell and Larry O'Brien, 
controlled the White House 
Much 
of 
this 
operatio n 
developed in collaboration with 
the Reuther brothers. W alter 
and Victor The latter, last of the 
Reuthers. is still around and 
vigorous 
Long ago, he developed strong 
antipathy 
against 
inflexible 
anti-Sovietism 
and 
a 
deep 
personal hatred of labor chief 
George Meany, who personifies 
all opposition to any dealings 
with 
Moscow 
At that tim e 
Victor Reuther was head of the 
U nited 
A uto 
W orkers’ 
in ­ 
ternational affairs departm ent 
According to sources privy to 
the 
inner 
operations 
of 
in­ 
ternational intelligence, Bobby 
Kennedy 
arranged 
a 
secret 
conference in 1962. Purpose was 
to skim a million dollars off 
some government fund Then to 
dispatch it covertly to Italy. 
There, it was to be used to 
"convince” Italian labor leaders 
to 
m erge 
their 
th re e 
organizations into one front. 
Biggest of the three Italian 
national union centers was the 
C o n fe d e ra z io n e 
G e n e ra te 
Italiana del 
Lavoro (CGIL). 
T his 
was, 
and is, 
Soviet- 
dominated. It’s affiliated with 
the Moscow-controlled 
World 
Federation 
of Trade Unions 
(WFTU), from whose Prague 
headquarters I was physically 
heaved some years ago. 
The result of merging the 
CGIL with the other two con­ 
federations, of course, would 
have been to hand the sm aller 
Christian 
Dem ocrat, 
Social 
Dem ocrat and Socialist labor 
syndicates over to the powerful 
Communist P arty allies 
This would have put Italy’s 
entire labor force under "the 
line.” Giving this little heed. 
Bobby Kennedy developed his 
strategy for a united Italian 
labor front. 
To his secret conference he 
invited Gen. Maxwell Taylor, 
W alter Reuther and two or three 
others. 
CIA 
men were 
not 
among them. 
But it didn’t take long for 
Meany to learn of the secret 
session on united front policy, 
which he has been and still is 
battling. Over to the White Houe 
he went. It w as the Bronx-Irish

Kennedy soon reached for the 
phone L ater the two Kennedy 
brothers talked Bobby was told

But the assault on the CIA 
rolled on Victor Reuther never 
let up. Neither did a little-known 
Senator 
called 
E u g en e 
McCarthy 
or 
the 
global 
J, 
William Fulbright. For years - 
especially in 1966 - M cCarthy 
tried to get a Senate com m ittee 
to 
in v estig a te 
the 
CIA. 
Apparently 
this 
bug floated 
through the Northwest Idaho's 
Frank Church finally did get one 
to smash the cover 


But Fulbright, back in 1966, 
was more subtle He wanted to 
take surveillance of the CIA 
from the Armed Services and 
Appropriations 
Committees 
And he saw his big opening in 
1966 when the CIA got a new 
Director, ex-newsman Richard 
M cGarrah 
Helms. 
Casually 
Fulbright said he heard that the 
CIA was in domestic affairs -- 
perhaps interfering in union 
elections 
That was in July <1966) Well, 
he might have heard this from 
Victor Reuther On May 22 that 
year Vic Reuther got him self 
interviewed by a very friendly 
West Coast reporter during the 
United 
Auto 
Workers 
Long 
Beach (Calif.) convention. 
Victor charged that the CIA 
was operating through M eany 
and the AFL-CIO’s international 
affairs departm ent. There was 
no evidence that either M eany 
or 
the 
national 
lab o r 
h ead q u a rte rs 
itself 
w ere 
fronting for any intelligence 
service when the AFL people 
helped 
fight 
off 
Soviet- 
subsidized labor operations in 
post-war Europe 


There was, of course, and is, 
what could be called a labor 
desk in the CIA. Why not’’ Some 
day it will be understood that 
aside from 
jet fighters and 
sophisticated 
rockets, 
labor 
organizations have been 
the 
Soviets’ most powerful weapons. 
But Meany wasn’t pitching 
for the CIA. He operated on his 
own - all the way from tens of 
thousands of CARE packages 
dispatched to anti-Communist 
leaders weakened by years in 
Nazi concentration cam ps to 
actual cash gifts to free-world 
anti-Communist unioins. 
However, the Victor R euther 
charge stuck. It was the first

But during his visit, Rabin 
denounced Colby's estim ates as

R abin

Rabin acidly pointed out here, 
the Iraqis were distracted by 
Kurdish rebels. 
Recently, however, to Israel's

Cancer progress 
but no victory 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 
DEAR DR LAMB - What 
has happened to the progress 
in cancer research0 So many 
old people are dying with 
cancer. 
My mother was in her 80s 
and suffered through two 
years of cancer. It is so pain­ 
ful for everyone concerned. 
Has the money for cancer 
research been drastically 
reduced or what? 
DEAR 
R EA D ER 
- 
Progress in treating cancer is 
alive and well. The American 
Cancer Society (ACS) reports 
that one in three persons is 
saved from cancer today 
while 25 years ago only one of 
four patients was saved 
That's progress even if the 
battle hasn't been completely 
won. That is a gain in saving 
55.000 lives a year. What’s 
more the ACS claims that if 
all available tools were used 
properly the savings would ac­ 
tually be 111,000 lives a year. 
Things have changed in the 
cancer picture. In a little 
more than 20 years the in­ 
cidence of stomach cancer 
has decreased 63 per cent and 
cancer of the uterus 37 per 
cent. Lung cancer is up 125 
per cent. Other cancers on the 
increase are cancer of the 
colon, prostate, pancreas and 
of the bladder in men (but 
decreased in women). 
Note the big winner of the 
increased sweepstakes is lung 
cancer About 90 per cent of 
lung c a n c e r occurs in 
c ig a re tte sm okers and 
presumably most of these 
could be prevented. How? By 
simply not smoking. There is 
a 17-fold increased risk of 
death from lung cancer in the 
group who smoke just 20 
cigarettes a day. 
The A m erican C ancer 
Society gives three reasons 
for the improved outlook in 
cancer. E arly detection, 
treatment within four months 
of diagnosis and the use of 
new diagnostic and treatment 
methods. 
Dr. Lewis Thomas, Presi­ 
dent of Memorial Sloan- 
Kettering, one of the nation’s 
forem ost cancer centers 
predicted recently that the 
mystery of cancer will be 
solved in 25 years. He thinks 
they all represent one disease 
and one basic mechanism con­ 
trols all cancer. 
He may be right. Certainly 
cancer is cell growth and 
replacem ent, a process 


necessary to our normal body 
functions, that has gone wild. 
When we understand the 
mechanisms of controlling the 
regeneration of cells and are 
able to control these fun­ 
damental life processes, we 
will certainly know enough to 
control cancer.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Although there ere fewer children in 
America today than there were five year« ago, a larger percentage 
of them are poor. 
Thie is one at the conclusions about poverty, child health care and 
family structure documental in a new pubBcatkm called 
“America'« Children 1178” 
The 90-page book, sponsored by the National Council of Or­ 
ganizations for Children and Youth, is based on federal Cenrai 
Bureau material. It outlines how changing attitudee about women, a 
rising divorce rate and several years of economic uncertainty have 
affected the nation's 06 million children under It. 
Some of the findings are: 
-During 1974, about one in six children in America lived in 
families whose income was below die official federal poverty level, 
$5,099 for a family of four This compares with about one in seven 
children in 1970. 
—Ten million children, about one in six, were being raised by a 
single parent in 1974. This compares with about one in seven children 
four years earlier. 
—Although the infant mortality rate has dropped about 25 per cent 
since I960, it is still twice as high for nonwhite children as white 
children. 
—In 1975, about two out of five children had mothers in the labor 
force, a 12 per cent increase over 1970. 
The council, a coalition of 100 volunteer organizations concerned 
with children’s issues, reported that because of a falling birth rate, 
the number of children under It decreased by 2.4 million, or 3.4 per 
cent, from 1970 to 1974. 
Thie council also reported that in 1974,10.1 million or 15.5 per cent 
of the nation’s children lived below the official poverty line, up from 
10.2 million or 14.9 per cent in 1970. 
One children’s advocate, Dr. Ken Ken is ton, said the moat obvious 
reason that there is a larger percentage of poor children in the 
country today than there was a few years ago is because of the 
economic recession. “Everyone is worse off," he said. 
A more subtle reason, said Ken is ton, who is chairman of the 
Carnegie Council on Children in New Haven, Conn., is that there are 
more government spending programs for older Americans who thus 
are moving out of povei ty.

children in 1970. 
—Ten million children, about one in six, were being raised by a 
single parent in 1974 This compares with about one in seven children 
four years earlier 
—Although the infant mortality rate has dropped about 25 per cent 
since 1960. it is still twice as high for nonwhite children as white 
children 
—In 1975, about two out of five children had mothers in the labor 
force, a 12 per cent increase over 1970. 
The council, a coalition of 180 volunteer organizations concerned 
with children's issues, reported that because of a falling birth rate, 
the number of children under 18 decreased by 2.4 million, or 3.4 per

mediate future, but some al­ 
ready have declined, leaving 
only traces He said the survi­ 
vors have "hardened." and, in 
general, no longer arouse the 
fascination they once did 
Although they had "claimed 
to tie anti institutional alterna 
tives to the organized religion 
they 
condemned," 
he says. 
they are now the most organ­ 
ized forms of organized religion 
around That is, they rely on 
extreme discipline " 


He says the main sign that 
their heydey 
is done is that 
"whereas the claims of these 
hit-and run gurus used to be en 
tertained seriously.' they now 
are "treated either as mildly 
amusing, only mildly alarming 
and sometimes as being on the 
lake " 
Dr Marty, a Lutheran, writ­ 
ing in Context, a semimonthly 
analysis of trends issued in Chi­ 
cago by the Claretian Fathers, 
a Catholic order, says "non­ 
hardened 
marginal 
groups 
have survived by "secularizing 
themselves ” 
As 
an 
example, 
he cites 
"transcendant a I meditation." a 
technique which now disavows 
any 
religious links, although 
Dr 
Marty says its religious 
roots were obvious when it first 
was imported to this country in 
the late 196U* 
He says other "exotic” reli­ 
gious styles, such as neo-Pente- 
costaiism. also are slipping and 
that "the hardline Jesus move­ 
ment has iong ago had it '" 
Of the various groups, he 
says, "their glamor is gone 
The number of affluent young 
people and bored suburbanites 
on which they drew is decreas- 


ing Hard times have been here 
long enough to cut down on the 
luxury of people free to drift " 
As for the mam bodies of or­ 
ganized religion, he says they 
are entering "a settled-down 
period 
in which expectations 
seem lower and a more realis­ 
tic generation has learned to be 
surprised by small gains and 
graces" 
A stabilizing trend is evident 
after several years of shrinking 
membership he said
